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Justice Douglas to Air 
Views on Far East Area 


William O. Douglas, Supreme 
Court Justice, will talk on “De- 
mocracy vs. Communism in Asia” 
at the Armory next Wednesday, 
Feb. 15 at 8 p.m. 


Justice Douglas will discuss the 
rising democratic institutions in 
Asia, the implementation of Marx- 
ism and communist tactics in that 
part of the world and methods of 
repelling them. He will also treat 
the ideological conflict between 
Red China and India. 


In addition to his judicial activi- 
ties, Douglas is an avid hiker and 
naturalist and author of twelve 
books including: ‘Russian Jour- 
ney,’ “Of Men: and Mountains,” 
and his latest, “My Wilderness: 
The Pacific West.” 


Following graduation from Whit- 
man College in Washington, Jus- 
tice Douglas was admitted to the 
bar in 1926. He then pursued a 
career of teaching at Columbia 
Law School and Yale. During this

period, he was frequently called 
upon by the government for con- 
sultation and special studies with 
the U.S. Department of Commerce 
and the Securities Exchange Com- 
mission. He later became a mem- 
ber of SEC. 

Douglas was appointed to the 
Supreme Court in 1939 by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to replace retiring 
Justice Brandeis. Arthur Schles- 
inger in his book, “Supreme Court,” 
notes that Douglas has voted pri- 
marily with the liberal bloc. In 
1947 he voted with the majority 
in the ruling which cited John L. 
Lewis and the United Mune 
Workers Union for contempt in a 
strike against government-operated 
mines. 

He has turned down several 
high positions, including nomina- 
tion for the vice presidency under 
Roosevelt. He has been in the Su- 
preme Court for 21 years. 

At a rally of the United World 
Federalists, of which he was elect- 
ed vice president in 1950, he said 
that. the Western nations could 
find “new hope and a promise for 
peace’ in a world federation even 
if the Soviet Union refused to 
participate. 

Due to his full schedule, Justice 
Douglas will lecture here on a 
Wednesday evening, a departure 
from the normal lecture series 
schedule.

The Circle Theatre brought 
“Took Homeward, Angel” to a 
pleased audience this weekend.

Young Vance appeared to be in- 
nocent of the art of character de- 
velopment, however, and alone, the 
written line failed to make the 
boy’s transition believable. 


On the other hand, Tricia Beat- 
tie, in the person of the 24 year- 
old who falls in love with Eugene 
and then leaves him for selfless 
reasons, demonstrates perceptively 
the awakening of true maturity. 


Nick Zanides displays good act- 
ing skill as the pathetic older bro- 
ther, Ben, who tries to give Eugene 
the philosophy for success, which 
he never attains himself. 


As the mother who works des- 
perately, but blindly, to find hap- 
piness for her family, Betty Fowl- 
ston again exhibits her refined 


talent and gives the pacing of the 
play a boost. 

Stanley Pearce as W. O. Gant is 
thoroughly delightful and dynamic- 
ally an essential of the family unit, 
in confused but bellowing opposi- 
tion to his wife. 

Mildred Cushing and Peggy 
Chandler, as two of Dixieland’s 
boarders, and Bunny Appleby, the 
unhappy and over-worked daugh- 
ter, make notable contributions in 
their respective parts, as do Peter 
Weldon, Gerard Igor Naczek and 
Dorothy Weston, though on a les- 
ser scale. 

Completing the rather large cast 
are: Dick Vreeland, Elroy Naczek, 
Charlotte Koch, “Pop” Smith, 
Glad Parks, Beth Zanides, Gary 
Winters and Rick Beck-Meyer, 
who is returning to little theatre 
work after an extended absence.

EDITORIAL 


El Yanqui has recently carried a series of editorials, criticising the 
type of student government we have at MPC. 

Now, almost an entire semester is before us. There is ample op- 
portunity to accomplish needed changes. 


In the adjacent box is a sample draft of a basic change El Yanquti 
proposes for organization of the AS MPC government. These proposals, 
we think, would correct several ills. 


Instead of one council with little power and almost no responsibility, 
we would have three branches to the government. This separation of 
powers would be an important first step toward insuring effective and 
responsible student government. 

Elected by popular vote of the ASMPC, the President and Vice 
President would be solely responsible for the executive branch. The 
President would have wider appointive powers and a much greater op- 
portunity to offer leadership. 


The Legislature would also be elected by popular vote. This would 
provide direct representation for the majority of students. As it is now, 
the clubs have the main representation in the government. 


Judicial authority would be vested in a group completely impartial 
and removed from political pressure. 

Fl Yanqui does not mean to suggest here that our incumbent officers 
are not doing the best job possible. But with a new and more efficient 
type of government, they could do much more. And the government 
would more truly represent the entire student body. 

To accomplish these changes, El Yanqui proposes that an inde- 
pendent group of students undertake the job of drafting a new constitu- 
tion and by-laws. We believe the students who have consistently shown 
most interest in better government should take the initiative. 

To get the ball rolling, we are even going so far as to suggest 
names of students for such a committee. We believe the committee 
should include students now active in ASMPC top leadership, as well 
as some who are not currently involved. 

Alex Pompel, Jack Preston, Phil Stock, Dave Lasky, Roger Norum, 
Polly Popoff and Bob Simons are the students we believe could form 
the nucleus of a group to start work — now! 

Once such an independent committee has come up with a complete 
overhaul of the constitution, its draft should be submitted to the entire 
student body in a referendum election, as provided in the present 
constitution. 

We believe the time for change is now. Let’s go!

Bring the Constitution up

El Yanqui this week interviewed 
two MPC students, one from Por- 
tugal and the other from Brazil, 
for background on the recent “pi- 
racy’ of the Portuguese luxury 
liner, Santa Maria. 


Americo Andrada, an ASMPC 
member from the Portuguese 
colony, Mozambique, has been in 
the United States since December. 


When the pirate leader Henrique 
Galvao took over the luxury liner, 
Andrada believes, Galavo meant to 
instigate an outbreak in Portugal’s 
colonies in Africa. 


If this was his objective, he has 
accomplished it, for this week there 
were riots in Angola—the first 


time there has been any such dem- 
onstration in either of Portugal’s 
two colonies in Africa. 


Andrada describes the dictator- 
ship of Primier Antonio de Oli- 
veira Salazar in Portugal as very 
“nuld.”’ Portugal was almost bank- 
rupt when he took over, but under 
Salazar the country has prospered, 
Andrada said. However, it has not 
reached the standards of other 
economies in Europe such as 
Switzerland and West Germany. 


He said many freedoms are al- 
lowed in Portugal and there are 
very few dissatisfied citizens. 

Gen. Humberto Delgado, the po- 
litician behind Galvao, was a can- 
didate in the last Portuguese presi-

Galvao was convicted of treason 
in Portugal, sent to a mental in- 
stitution, and then escaped to Bra- 
zil; little was heard from him un- 
til he boarded the Santa Maria in 
Venezuela. 

Jose Azevedo, a Brazilian stu- 
dent from Sao Paulo, says the fact 
that Janio Quadros has moved into 
Brazil’s presidency is revolutionary 
in itself. Quadros, the former gov- 
ernor of the state of Sao Paulo, is 
the first member of a minor party 
in Brazil in 30 years to be elected 
president, 

According to Azevedo, outgoing 
President Kubicheck left office 
with Brazil in an economic reces- 
sion and Quadros made a special 
point of it when delivering one of 
his speeches by telling his nation 
to compare the situation of Brazil 
when he (Quadros) takes office 
and when he leaves office in five 
years. 

Quadros has always been against 
dictatorships and has many revo- 
lutionary ideas. Azevedo feels that 
this fact and his friendly associa- 
tions with Delgado, the Portuguese 
presidential candidate-in-exile, in- 
fluenced his amiable policy toward 
the pirates. 

According to Dr. Jack Leach, 
instructor in political science, the 
position of the United States 
should be centered on and concern- 
ed only with the safety of the pas- 


sengers who were on-board.

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WILLIAM WINTER SAYS: 


US Can't Keep Red China 
Out of UN Much Longer

The United States is losing the 
cold war, at least to the extent 
that, no matter how hard we try, 
we can’t block UN membership 
for Red China much longer. 

That, in summary, is what Wil- 
liam Winter, foreign correspon- 
dent, lecturer, and TV _ political 
analyst thinks of current US- 
USSR relations. 

Winding up his series of three 
lectures in the MPC Critique III 
Series, § discussing “The .Gom- 
munist Challenge and The Free 
World,” Winter explained to an 
audience of 400 persons why he 
thinks the US is losing the cold 
war. 

“UN now has 100 member na- 
tions,’ he said, “and the US can 
no longer depend on the majority 
support we once had.’ 

From Africa, 46 nations hold the 
balance of voting power in the UN, 
he explained, and they can vote us 
down any time they wish. With 
the Asian and Communist nations, 
they form a power block that can 
gang up on us and vote Red China 
into the UN at any time. 

Efforts to win support of the 
Afro-Asian power balance, he said, 
have “intensified the US-USSR 
struggle more deeply than anything 
written by Karl Marx.”

“L’ecole des Femmes’’—School for 
Women—will be presented by a 
traveling French theatrical troop 
in a one night engagement at the 
Wharf Theater, Feb. 28. 

The play will be sponsored by 
Monterey Peninsula College’s 
Drama, Literature and French di- 
visions along with the local French 
group, Alliance-Francais. 

The players, here as part of a 
cultural exchange, performed two 
years ago for a standing-room-only 
audience at Pacific Grove High. 

Prominent in support of the play 
at that time were MPC President 
Dr. Frederick R. Huber and Dean 
Linden Leavitt. Both worked with 
Alliance - Francais in efforts to 
bring the French troop to Pacific 
Growe.

To improve our situation, Win- 
ter advocates that “we examine 
Communism in the same manner 
as a businessman examines his 
competitor and his competitor’s 
product.” 


What we need to meet the Com- 
munist challenge in under-develop- 
ed areas, he suggested, is a pro- 
gram that will help solve their 
problems in the way they want 
them solved and not in the way we 
think they should be solved. “Be- 
cause we like our way of life, does 
not guarantee that other people 
will too,” Winter added. 


A “technique the Russians use 
to steal the show from us,” he said, 
is that of training and using “local 
people to do a local job.” 

Too often, he remarked, Ameri- 
cans have gone into under-develop- 
ed areas, done important jobs, then 
pulled out without teaching the 
people how to carry on for them- 
selves. 

In Yugoslavia, Winter said that 
he met an engineering student who 
disliked Americans because they 
had gone into his country, built a 
fine highway, and then pulled out 
without leaving any plans, per- 
sonnel, materials, equipment for 
upkeep of the highway, or any 
materials for further construction. 
To learn to do the job for his 
people, he added, this student had 
come to a Yugoslavia university. 

Whether we realize it or not, 
Winter said, African leaders are

watching our treatment of racial 
segregation problems with intense 
interest. During the Little Rock 
crisis, he recalled that he had heard 
a Ghanaian official criticize our 
treatment of that situation very 
emphatically and caustically. 
Besides our economic knowledge 
and help, Winter suggested, under- 
developed people need the training 
and values we can give them. The 
values and training we offer must, 
however, meet their needs. Given 
these, he said, “they’ll later ask for 
the goods we have to offer as part 
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: of other engineering and 
styling advantages you 
can't find 


near the money.

In response to a question on 
peace, Winter said that what we 
need is “a world society in which 
we can be assured that any agree- 
ments made will be lived up to — 
a world-wide sovereignty and au- 
thority to enforce international 
law as law is enforced today in the 
United States.”

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Lobos in Second Place 
With Five-Two Record

All is not lost for the Lobos in 
their race for the Coast JC Con- 
ference title. With a five-two rec- 
ord after the first half of league 
play, MPC is presently tied for 
second place with Vallejo only a 
game behind league-leading San 
Jose. 

MPC opened conference action 
Jan. 13 barely edging Diablo Val- 
ley by the surprisingly low score of 
29-28. It seemed neither team could 
find the scoring range the first half 
as the Lobos were behind 9-7 at the 
intermission. Both teams warmed 
up in the second half. Guard Jim 
Payne led both teams in scoring 
with 14. | 

Scrappy Vallejo scored 29 points 
to the Lobos’ 19 in the final half to 
nip MPC 56-53. The Lobos, scor- 
ing mostly on Mel Mason’s easy- 
appearing jump shot, were com- 
fortably ahead at the half, 34-27. 
Mason tallied 23 points. Russ Wise 
pumped in 11, and Jim Payne had 
10. 

The Lobos then traveled to 
Santa Cruz to play their third 
“close game in a row.” This time 
Cabrillo fell to MPC, but not with- 
out a worthy effect in the final min- 
utes. The Lobos got off to a good 
start, leading the Seahawks at the 
half 31-21. Cabrillo then rallied and 
nearly caught up to the victors. 
Mel Mason was high point man for 
the Lobos with 18. Mike Oliviera 
and Mike Harris followed with 12 
and 11, respectively. 

Foothill provided MPC with its 
easiest game. Harris proved to be 
one of the Lobos’ biggest scoring 
threats in more ways than one 
(Mike is 6’8”) by netting 30 points, 
20 of which were tallied in the sec- 
ond half. Almost every player saw 
action in the 73-49 score-athon. 
Mason hit for 16 points, and Payne 
meshed 11. 


Back from the semester break, 
coach Larry Cummins’ Lobos were 
still on the beam. Menlo fell to 


MPC 59-43. It was the final prepa- 
ration for the Lobos before they 
met San Jose for the league lead. 
Payne led all scorers against Menlo 
with 24 followed by Mason and 
Harris with 12 apiece. 


San Jose put a momentary 
damper on the Lobos’ hopes for 
the championship when the Jag- 
uars topped them 69-57. The first 
half won the game for San Jose. 
The Jaguars scored 13 points be- 
fore the Lobos could manage three. 
San Jose remained ahead by ten 
points throughout the contest. Mel 
Mason led both teams with 23 
points, and sparkled on defense. 


MPC got back on its winning 
ways Tuesday night when they 
dumped Hartnell 59-49. The Lobos 
managed to keep about three points 
ahead of their arch rivals through- 
out the first half. Then, midway 
through the second half, their lead 
increased. Mason was high point 
man with 27; Harris had 12. 


Coach Cummins lost two players 
during the semester break, but 
gained one. Guard Jerry Peireria 
left school, and Russ Wise became 
ineligible. Both had seen plenty of 
action. However, Don Bruton, a 
regular from last year’s Lobo 
squad returned to MPC and is 
playing for Cummins.
